ECLIPSES OF THE SUN AND 


MOON. 


The earth as it journeys around 


the sun is accompanied always by a 
great conical shadow extending into 
Lace to a distance of 550,000 miles. 
The base of this shadow envelops 
the earth and its apex is always 
exactly opposite the sun. The moon 
is but 240,000 miles away from the 
earth so that when in its eastward 
motion it arrives opposite the sun it 
may pass into the shadow and have, 
its "light cut off.

The bluish, rapidly moving, shoot- 


ing stars which are seen darting out- 
ward in all directions from.the point 
M. Fig. 5. in tVie constellation Leo 
should be looked for toward morning 
on November IS. H is this shower 
which for many centunes gave a 
most brilliant display every 33 years, 
the shooting stars in .1833 being de- 
scribed as numerous as "flakes or 
snow" in a heavy snowstorm. As 
the densest part of the mateorlc 
swarm has now passed the earth a 
very striking shower will probably 
not occur, but at frequent intervals 
a single shooting star will be seen to 
suddenl1-' appear and 'move rapidly 
across the sky directly away fro» 
the point M. leaving a faint streai 
behind it as it is rapidly burnt up by 
its passage.
